Baychester proper is very sparsely populated. 
Throughout the central and eastern areas a fill-in 
and grading program still continues. The southwest 
section contains a rapidly growing community of 
better than average homes. 

City Island, with a relatively small area, holds a 
far larger population during the summer months 
than the mainland territory. Besides the summer 
cottagers, many families live here the year around 
in one-family houses and a few small apartment 
buildings. City Island Avenue is the main thorough- 
fare and only retail street.
